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INTRODUCTION 


HE American Water Works Association was organized in 1881 to “ad- 

vance the knowledge of the design, construction, operation and management 
of water works.” Its activities in part are developed through regional or state 
Sections, in part through general Divisions, in part through technical com- 
mittees and in part through its monthly JourRNAL. 

There are at present 30 regional or state Sections. The largest ones are in 
California, the Southwest, and New York. Each Section has at least one meet- 
ing each year with attendance totals ranging from 100 to more than 1,500 inter- 
ested persons. Papers are presented ; round table discussions are held; tests are 
made; at a few, manufacturers’ products are exhibited—all designed to improve 
water works design and management in the Section area. 

There are four professional Divisions of the Association: Management ; Water 
Resources ; Water Purification; and Transmission and Distribution. The pro- 
grams at the Annual Conferences of the Association are built around the activities 
of these Divisions. 

The technical work of the Association is organized under the Committee on 
Water Works Practice and the Committee on Water Works Administration. 
These are groups of men selected to provide a cross section of the Association’s 
field of interest, in the persons of leaders in the field. No technical pronounce- 
ments in the name of the Association are made until they are accepted by these 
committees and approved by the Board of Directors. 

The Board of Directors has also established certain special committees to deal 
in fields of Association policy. At present such committees include “General 
Policy,” “National Water Policy,” and committees on short courses and certi- 
fication and also research needs. 

The Journat AWWA is a monthly publication which totals approximately 
2,500 pages per year. In it are found the papers and reports on water works 
subjects deemed to have permanent or major value to the field. About 150 
pages annually are given over to abstracts of articles the world over which relate 
to all aspects of water works affairs. No comparable cross section of data exists 
elsewhere. An Index of Association publications for the years 1881 to 1939 
and an Index to the JourNAt for the years 1940-1944 are available. A 1940- 
1954 Index is in preparation. In addition, a detailed index to each annual 
volume of the JOURNAL appears in the December issue. 

Another publication distributed to AWWA members is WILLING WATER, 
a bimonthly bulletin devoted to public relations, safety, defense, and other spe- 
cial problems. 

The Association maintains headquarters at 521 Fifth Avenue, New York 17, 
N.Y., with a full-time staff of thirteen persons available for conference or corre- 
spondence on matters of general water works interest. 
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LOCAL SECTIONS 


There have been established 30 Local Sections, under the provisions of Article 
VII of the Association’s By-Laws. Each of these Sections consists of the Asso- 
ciation members who reside in the territory embraced by that Section. A tabula- 
tion of the Sections, the states they include, and the membership total for each, 
is given on page 4a. 

Each Local Section has its own officers, as listed each month in the JouRNAL. 
These officers are all selected by the Section itself under the provisions of the 
By-Laws of that Section. One of these officers is a member selected to repre- 
sent his Section on the Board of Directors of the American Water Works Asso- 
ciation, in accordance with Articles III and IV of the Association’s Constitution. 

The Local Sections each hold one or more meetings during the year, their 
practice in this respect, as well as the conduct of all of their business, being 
adapted to meet best the needs of their respective territories. Papers presented 
at the Local Section meetings are drawn upon for publication in the JOURNAL 
of the Association, as are also the papers presented at the Annual Convention 
of the Association. 

Many of the Association’s Sections sponsor water works schools (conferences 
or in-service training institutes) and several cooperate in the state procedure for 
licensing operators of water treatment plants. 

Each member and affiliate of AWWA is automatically a member of the Sec- 
tion in which he resides. 


NATIONAL DIVISIONS 


In accordance with the provisions of Article VII of the Association’s By- 
Laws, the Board of Directors has established four national Divisions consisting 
of groups of the members who are particularly interested in certain branches of 
the water supply industry. 

Water Works Management Division. The Water Works Management Divi- 
sion was organized in 1948 to supersede the Plant Management and Operation 
Division (organized in 1924) and the Finance and Accounting Division (organ- 
ized in 1929). The new Division combines the functions of both, taking as its 
specific fields of interest the financing, management, commercial practices and 
accounting procedures of water works. Additions to knowledge and the im- 
provement of practices within these fields are the objectives of the Division. 

Water Resources Division. The conservation and orderly development of 
both surface and ground waters, and the control of water pollution as it affects 
the economics of water supply, are the field of interest of the Water Resources 
Division. The Division was organized in 1948. 
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Water Purification Division: This Division was organized originally as the 
Chemical and Bacteriological Section in 1913. The present name was adopted 
in 1925. The objects of this Division in particular are: the advancement of the 
science and art of water purification ; the stimulation of research in the physical, 
chemical and bacteriological fields, especially on the causes and effects of pollu- 
tion and methods of purification; and the promotion of progress in the design, 
construction and operation of water purification works. 

Distribution Division. The scope of the Distribution Division, which was 
organized in 1952, includes design, construction, operation, and maintenance 
activities in the fields of power, pumping, transmission, distribution, customer 
services, and metering of public water supply. 


Any Active or Junior Member or Affiliate of the American Water Works 
Association may become a member of any one or more of these Divisions upon 
request, and with no further dues. The principal activities of the Divisions 
take place during the Annual Convention of the Association, at which time 
a number of the technical sessions are held under the auspices of the Divisions. 
These sessions are presided over by the officers of the Division concerned and 
the subjects of discussion are those in which the Division is interested. The 
Divisions may also appoint committees for study, research and report upon 
subjects of interest to them. These committees act under the general super- 
vision of the Association’s standing Committees on Water Works Practice or 
Water Works Administration, if they have as their object the development of 
standards, specifications, or manuals. If the committees are set up for the com- 
pilation of related facts and routine practices within the field of interest of the 
Division, the Committees on Water Works Practice and Water Works Admin- 
istration exercise no supervision.
